It contains a convenient Favorites Drawer for one-click access to content, and it has sound- 
adjustment controls for balance, treble, and bass. 

In addition to playing movies, QuickTime Player can open, edit, and save movies in dozens of 
different formats. You can also apply special effects such as film noise and lens flare to enhance 
your movies. Qnce you've finished editing, QuickTime Player compresses your files using 
compressors such as Sorenson Video 2, QDesign Audio 2, or Qualcomm PureVoice for 
streaming from any Internet-ready web server. You can play back in QuickTime Player or use 
one of many applications, such as word processors, web browsers, and presentation programs, 
that can display QuickTime movies, 

PictureViewer is the easiest and fastest way to open just about any still image file, and is an 
essential tool for viewing and converting images between standard publishing formats, 
QuickTime Pro also includes the QuickTime Plug-in, which works with the leading web 
browsers to open any media type supported by QuickTime.
